Streets may become 
alcohol-free zones 


DRINKING could be clamped 
down on two streets in 
Newmarket under new 
proposals. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who represents 
Severals ward, asked for the area of 
New Cut and Church Lane to become 
alcohol free at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council’s 
community services committee on 
Monday 

Cllr Uney said she saw three people 
drinking cans of alcohol at 11am in 
Church Lane and when she returned 
at 6.45pm she saw another two men 
drinking. 

She said: “It was a very unsettling 
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experience. It was really quite 
unpleasant and I think quite 
unsightly. 

“It’s an isolated walk down there. 
Somebody could be very intimidated.” 

She was supported by Cllr David 
Webb, who lives nearby, and said the 
situation was unpleasant for 
residents. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, of Severals 
ward, said a similar scheme has been 
set up in Bury St Edmunds and 
resolved to seek advice on the matter. 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said the schemes 
were called Designated Public Place 


Orders (DPPO). 

She said a DPPO has been in place 
in the centre of Bury St Edmunds 
since June 2006. 

She said: “What it means is if a 
person is drinking alcohol and 
causing a nuisance or looks like they 
will cause a nuisance then they can 
be asked to stop by a police officer. 

“It doesn’t forbid them from 
drinking but it is put in place with the 
aim of stopping anti-social 
behaviour.” 

She said Forest Heath would need 
to collect evidence of the problem and 
set up a public consultation if a DPPO 
was to be set up in Newmarket. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of Suffolk Police, 


said in an email: “Sadly it is not an 
offence to drink alcohol in a public 
place. 

“Obviously if a member of the 
public phones us to report that the 
people drinking are doing so in an 
unsociable manner and causing a 
disturbance then the police can be 
contacted and deal with possible 
public order type offences. 

“But drinking per se is not an 
offence, no matter how ugly it might 
look.” 

Sgt Shipton said if a specific area 
starts to have problems with anti¬ 
social behaviour or disturbances then 
it could be considered but the police 
would need evidence to act.

A PRIVATE company responsible 
for Newmarket Hospital has 
proposed to cut 137 community 
healthcare jobs across the county. 

Serco announced plans on Friday to 
cut 227 jobs but create 90 new roles 
across Suffolk, just weeks after they were 
awarded the £140m three-year contract 
for running community healthcare from 
NHS Suffolk. 

Following a 90-day internal consul¬ 
tation period, staff in areas such as 
palliative care, physiotherapy and 
occupational therapy could lose their 
jobs at the Newmarket Community 
Hospital, in Exning Road, as well as 
hospitals in Felixstowe and Aldeburgh. 

Bosses said they will not make 
compulsory redundancies from frontline 
staff and people will have the 
opportunity to work flexibly. 

Paul Forden, managing director of 
clinical healthcare at Serco, said: “We 
have always been clear and transparent 
about our intention to further improve 
Suffolk’s community healthcare by 
investing in technology and increasing 
efficiency so that clinicians can spend 
more time caring for patients. 

“This commitment has not changed.” 

He said the new service would provide 
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the best possible care for patients. 

Tracy Dowling, director of strategic 
commissioning at NHS Suffolk, said the 
new approach to care would mean better 
use of technology and less bureaucracy. 

She said: “Patients and their families 
can be reassured that the future of 
community health services in Suffolk 
will be one of improved service quality. 

“We recognise these changes will affect 
some staff and that it is undoubtedly a 
difficult and worrying time for them.” 

At a meeting of a health and wellbeing 
forum at Forest Heath on Thursday, no 
mention was made of the proposed job 
cuts. 

Sharon Colclough, director of 
community services at Serco, told the 
meeting: “For the next three years 
community hospitals will retain beds for 
the community. 

“That’s a commitment I make to you.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, cabinet member for 
health at Forest Heath District Council 
and Newmarket town councillor, said: “I 
am very worried about this. What effect 
does this have on community hospitals 
and healthcare for the county? How can 
they maintain standards of care when 
they are cutting their staff?”

Community 
work order 
after assault 

A MAN who assaulted his former 
partner before stealing her mobile 
phone has been ordered to carry out 
unpaid community work. 

Christopher Smith, 46, of Freshfields, 
in Newmarket, had pleaded guilty to an 
offence of theft and another of battery at 
a previous hearing and appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on Monday to be 
sentenced. 

Judge Peter Fenn made him the 
subject of a 12-month community order 
and told Smith he must complete 120 
hours of unpaid community work as 
well as pay £750 towards the cost of the 
prosecution. 

The court heard how after Smith's 
three-year relationship with his former 
partner came to an end, he turned up at 
her home in Newmarket on December 
13 last year because of two text 
messages he accused her of sending to 
his new girlfriend which told her to 
commit suicide. 

The victim, who had been using her 
phone at the time, saw Smith 
approaching and opened a ground-floor 
window to talk to him. 

Quentin Newcomb, prosecuting, said 
Smith tried to grab the phone and a 
struggle ensued which led to the 
woman suffering a blow to the face. 

He said she armed herself with a 
kitchen knife and opened the front door 
which Smith kept open with his foot 
before he pushed her back into the 
house and then ran out into the street 
with her phone. He voluntarily 
returned the phone to police. 

Dominic Lewis, mitigating, said: “It 
was a heated incident and Mr Smith 
has now accepted responsibility for the 
part he played in that incident.” 


Market set for lift 
with extra support 


THE town market has been 
given funding for 25 new 
stalls at a one-off market 
on Saturday. 

Forest Heath District Council 
has rented the extra pitches for 
the Christmas and Craft 
Market, in Market Square, in a 
bid to encourage stallholders to 
set up in Newmarket. 

A survey by the News in 
August found everyone who 
was asked thought the town 
deserved a better market and 
that the current one was being 
neglected. 

Cllr David Bowman, cabinet 
member for economic 
development and tourism at 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “We are trying to give the 
market a leg up. 

“If there is a lot of trade for 
these people then they might 
come back.” 

Cllr Bowman said he was 
working on a plan to improve 
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the market, including 
considering whether the 
location should be changed. 

He added: “I want to try to 
get it right. 

“I do not want to make any 
silly decisions or waste any 
money by rushing. 

“I would love to be able to 
pay for these stalls permanently 
but sadly I do not have the 
budget.” 

Andy Neal, who runs a 
mobility stall, said traders 
approached the district council 
to ask for support. 

He said: “They should want 
to support a vibrant market as 
the benefits to the town will be 
enormous.” 

Andy said the stallholders 
were very excited about the 
upcoming market. 

He added: “The market is 
going to be at its maximum and 
it has not been at its maximum 


for nearly 10 years. 

“With Christmas coming up, 
we all have that relative who 
we just don’t know what to get 
them. 

“That’s why this market will 
be so great, as there is such a 
variety of things on offer.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
proposed at a meeting on 
Monday to give £1,000 to the 
market from their town centre 
regeneration budget for 2013. 

Visit the market from 9am to 
2pm for award-winning pies 
from the Pie Kitchen, hand¬ 
made fudge from Deb’s 
Decadent Sweets, and fresh 
game, beef and lamb from 
Bigod’s Hall Shoot as well as 
Christmas crafts and gifts.

MP backs bid over 
gambling loophole 


SUPPORT is building for a 
parliamentary Bill which 
aims to close a gambling 
loophole that is crippling 
the racing industry. 

Anne McIntosh, MP for 
Thirsk and Malton, has taken 
up the Offshore Gambling 
Private Member’s Bill, which 
was originally tabled by 
West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock. 

The Bill aims to clamp down 
on large bookmakers operating 
online businesses from 
offshore, which means they 
avoid paying almost £300m of 
tax per year. 

This loophole has a huge 
impact on funding the racing 
industry as offshore operators 
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also avoid paying millions of 
pounds in racing levies. 

Mr Hancock cannot take the 
Bill forward since he was 
appointed a front bench 
position as Minister of Skills 
last month. 

The Bill was put through as 
backbench-led legislation 
which means Mr Hancock is no 
longer eligible to support it. 

He said the Bill was vital for 
his constituents. 

Mr Hancock added: “I have 
no doubt it is safe in her 
capable hands.” 

Ms McIntosh said she was 
delighted to take on the Bill as 
the racing industry employs 


hundreds of people in her 
constituency. 

She added: “The only area 
Matthew and I disagree is 
where exactly the best racing is 
to be found.” 

Ms McIntosh will deliver the 
Second Reading of 
the Bill on January 25, where it 
will be debated in the House of 
Commons before MPs vote 
whether it should proceed to 
the next stage. 

If the Bill passes then it 
would go to a committee for 
amendment before returning to 
the Commons to be approved. 

The process would then be 
repeated in the House of Lords 
before the Bill could become 
law. 


Siblings up on forged note charges 


A BROTHER and sister 
allegedly tried to win money at 
various bookmakers on a 
Newmarket race day using 
forged notes. 

Carol Miller, 23, of Dalmell- 
ington, Scotland, and her 
brother Allan Miller, 22, of 
Dagenham, London, have been 
charged with passing off forged 
£20 notes as genuine ones on 
July 12. 


Carol Miller is charged with 
having £760 in forged £20 
notes with the intent of passing 
them off as genuine, while her 
brother is charged with having 
£820 in forged notes in his 
possession. 

They are jointly charged with 
handing over £20 notes to WG 
Dyer, John Lovell and Edward 
Thompson bookmakers and 
three £20 notes to Mick 


Howard bookmakers. 

The pair did not enter a plea 
when they appeared before 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Tuesday. 

The magistrates decided 
their case should be heard at 
Crown court and released them 
on bail to reappear at the 
magistrates’ court for a 
committal hearing to take place 
on January 8.

Man not guilty 
after rape trial

Wonderful memories of days spent at cottage 



OUR Memories photo published 
on October 3 was all set to 
remain a mystery - until reader 
Roger Mitchell contacted the 
News this week. 

He writes: “The Memories feature 
stated that it was a ‘scene from 
Swaffham Prior - March 1964’. 
This is however incorrect and I 
would like to be able to give you 
a few details of what the photo is 
of and where and when it was 
taken. 

“I now live in Widley, Hampshire, 
but was born and raised in 
Burwell. By chance I was visiting 
my father this week, who still 
lives in Burwell, when he showed 
me the photo. 

“The photo is of Hillside Cottage 
on the outskirts of Swaffham 
Bulbeck (it is still there today), 
and was at that time opposite 
Newmans seed merchants. 

My maternal grandparents, Mr 
and Mrs Wells, lived there from 
1952 until 1966. During that time 
they ran the sub post office from 
inside the cottage and, despite 
its location on the edge of the 


village, was very much a focal 
point for villagers. 

“The door in the photo was the 
door to the post office while they 
lived in the other half of the 
cottage with two upstairs 
bedrooms. They retired in 1966 
and moved into Maryland 
Avenue, Swaffham Bulbeck, 


living in the bungalow which is at 
the far left of the photo. From 
there they could still see their old 
cottage. 

“At the same time, the post office 
was moved to the village near to 
the Black Horse public house 
and taken over by a Mr 
Collinson. Mr Wells died in 1968 


and Mrs Wells in 1971. 

“The date of the photo is late 
1960s, probably 1967/68. The 
concrete garage in the photo is 
only a few years old. A fire 
destroyed an old wooden garage 
and workshop (in which my 
grandfather had a village 
barbers) in 1961. 

“The new garage was erected by 
my grandfather and father in 
1962. I know this photo was 
taken after my grandparents 
retired as the wooden fence was 
not erected until after they had 
moved out. There was also a well 
in the front garden which I 
believe eventually had to be filled 
in. 

“I do hope this has been able to 
set the record straight. It was 
such a delight to see a photo of 
Hillside Cottage again as it was 
when I knew it. 

“My brother and I stayed there 
almost every Saturday from 1963 
until 1966. We had such good 
times there and have so many 
wonderful memories of this lovely 
place.”

A MOTHER of three 
premature babies has 
recorded a song to raise 
money for children in need 
of special care. 

Cassana Rason, 24, of 
Orchard Park, Cambridge, 
held a photo shoot at 
Million Dollar Faces Studio, 
in Oxford Street, Exning, to 
promote her single Tiny 
Hands, which she plans to 
release next year. 

All of Cassana's three 
children were born 
prematurely - Leonardo, 5, 
was born at 36 weeks,

3lbs 6oz and Sienna-Lilly, 3, 
at 27 weeks, at just 2lbs 
3oz. 

The photo shoot included 
four other families who 
have also experienced the 
trauma of premature birth 
and wanted to tell their 
stories. 

Cassana said: "The 
photographer did a 
fantastic job with so many 
kids running around." 

She has campaigned 
tirelessly for the early birth 
charity Bliss, and had the 
idea for a charity single 
after her father bought her 
a piano last year. 

Cassana was urged to 
record the song after she 


uploaded it to Facebook as 
a memento for her children 
this summer and she 
recorded the song at The 
Cream Room studio, in 
Hertfordshire, on October 
9. 

She said she wanted to 
raise awareness about 
aspects of premature birth, 
such as the distance 
parents might have to travel 
after she drove 200 miles to 
visit her daughter at the 
Norfolk and Norwich 
Hospital because there was 
no bed for her at 


Addenbrooke's. 

She added: "People think 
when the baby comes home 
that's it but it's not, and it's 
a lot to deal with. There's 
also the financial aspect, 
where you think I have a 
bill to pay but I need to put 
diesel in the car to drive to 
the hospital." 

Cassana said: "My 
husband, Steven and I, 
experienced a rollercoaster 
of emotions throughout the 
start of each of our 
children's lives, physically, 
emotionally, and financially, 


but we pulled together 
through the hardest 
moments in our lives." 

She praise all the 
volunteers involved, 
including, former Liberal 
Democrat MP Lembit Opik, 
who is a family friend and 
has offered to be Cassana's 
manager. 

Cassana said: "This is an 
exceptional contribution 
with a fantastic team of 
people working on it."

Public warned to be 
watchful over raves 


PEOPLE are being 
encouraged to report any 
signs of an illegal rave to 
the police. 

Officers in Suffolk have 
launched a crackdown in 
the county and threatened 
to seize sound equipment 
from suspected ravers. 

Chief Supt David 
Skevington said: “I want to 
reiterate previous warnings 
that anyone who is 
considering organising a 
rave that they will face 
prosecution for holding 
such an event - we have 
successfully prosecuted 
people who have organised

raves in Suffolk in the past. 

“We will also seek to 
prosecute anyone attending 
a rave who commits other 
offences, such as damage.” 

He urged residents to be 
vigilant for trespassers or 
people with vans big 
enough to carry sound 
equipment, and encouraged 
landowners to make sure 
the entrance to their 
property is locked. 

Chief Supt Skevington 
said: “For those who are 
hoping to attend an illegal 


rave, I would urge them to 
be mindful that these 
events, by their very 
nature, are not well 
organised and are often 
linked to drug-associated 
criminality. 

“Illegal rave organisers 
have little concern for the 
health, safety and welfare 
of those attending the event 
and for the local residents, 
who are adversely affected 
by the noise, rave-related 
anti-social behaviour and 
impact on the environment 
or for the landowner left 
with litter and damage.” 

Police work with land- 


owners, the Forestry Com¬ 
mission and Farmwatch to 
tackle the issue but rely on 
information from the 
public. 

“If we get reliable and 
timely information about 
where and when an event 
is being set up, generally 
we can get to the site, 
identify the organisers and 
seize sound and other 
equipment before the rave 
begins,” added Chief Supt 
Skevington 

Anyone with information 
about a potential rave or 
suspicious activity should 
call police on 101. 


Council slashes price on driving course for teens 


NEWLY-qualified drivers can build 
their confidence with a subsidised 
course. 

Suffolk County Council is offering 
its Get in Gear course to 250 young 
people aged between 17 and 19 for 
just £30, rather than the usual £150.

“It is great to be working 
closely with Balmforth Estate 
Agents and the feedback 
we’ve had suggests that 
many local people are 
looking forward to having a 
building society back in the 
town.” 

Robert Lewis, managing 
partner at Balmforth Estate 
Agents, said: “The initial 
response from the local 
community has been 
fantastic and we have had a 
significant number of 
inquiries from local residents 
requiring a traditional 
building society savings 
account.”

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Downsizing 
saved my life 

When 32-and-a-half-stone Chris couldn't get his seatbelt around his 
60-inch waist he realised he needed to take action if he wanted to see 
50. Two years on, he's lost more than 11 stone and is using his 
experience to help others lose weight too, as he tells LOUISE MARTIN 


I T was the office Christmas party 
and Chris Liddle had spent the 
evening indulging in festive food 
with his colleagues. Feeling a little 
full, Chris said his goodbyes before 
getting in his car to drive home. But 
when he couldn't fit the seatbelt 
around his massive 60-inch waist, so 
couldn't drive his car home, he knew 
it was time for action. 

"I nearly cried," admits Chris, "I was so 
frustrated with myself. I'd had a lot to eat and 
I'd been drinking soft drinks all night so I was 
probably quite bloated, but I just couldn't get 
the seatbelt on." 

Chris, who lives in Swavesey, was morbidly 
obese. Tipping the scales at 32-and-a-half 
stone, the 44-year-old was at his heaviest 
weight, had Type 2 diabetes and could no 
longer do everyday things like tie up his 
shoelaces or walk up the stairs without 
feeling short of breath - and now couldn't 
drive his car. 

Ashamed by his increasing bulk, Chris 
vowed to lose weight and, after one last 
Christmas blow-out, joined Slimming World. 
Nearly two years later, the research scientist 
has not only lost more than 11 stone, he is 
now helping others shed the pounds since 
becoming a Slimming World consultant. 

Originally from Sunderland, Chris explains 
he has struggled with his weight since 
childhood. "I was quite big as a child," he 
says. "When I was a teenager I did play a lot 
of sports at school and I was fit, but I still 
weighed about 16-and-a-half stone. 

"My granny was a master confectioner, so 


she was very good at desserts - and I used to 
love them; it was apple pie and custard and 
things like that." 

The weight gradually increased but when 
Chris began studying at Leeds University, he 
became even heavier. "I stopped playing 
sport, I was drinking beer and was eating 
differently," remembers Chris. "It was curry 
and kebabs - anything that was cheap and 
convenient. My weakness was pies and 
McDonald's, but I'm a chocoholic, I have a 
savoury and a sweet tooth!" 

By the time Chris finished university, he 
weighed in at a dangerous 20 stone. But he 
wasn't concerned about his increasing 
weight, and continued piling on the pounds 
into his 20s until, one day, he had a bet with 
a colleague that he would lose some of his 
hefty bulk, if his friend stopped smoking. 
Chris lost three stone, but once the bet was 
over he returned to his usual high-calorie 
diet. 

"I actually found it quite easy," remembers 
Chris. "There was no dieting, no dietary 
advice, no slimming clubs. I was just careful 
about what I ate, but I soon went back to my 
old ways as at that point I wasn't enormous - 
I could still do what I wanted to do." 

As Chris's weight continued to increase in 
his 30s, he developed diabetes and became 
more and more tired. Instead of cooking his 
favourite Indian and Italian meals from 
scratch, everything he ate came from a 
packet. "I got to the point where I got so big I 
couldn't be bothered to cook, so I would go 
to the supermarket and buy things like pre¬ 
packed onion bhajis, pies, pastries and 
pasties," he says. "I was really eating 
enormous amounts of food; I would think

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nothing of buying two or three king-size 
chocolate bars and eating them all at 
once, just as a snack between meals." 

Despite regular visits to his diabetic 
nurse in Swavesey - where he was always 
advised to lose weight - Chris had no 
interest in dieting. 

"I used to go and see her once a month 
and my weight was creeping up a few 
pounds every month," remembers Chris. 
"Once I didn't go for three months and 
I'd put on 10 kilos. That's a lot of weight 
in three months. 

"I did try to have good intentions but I 
just didn't have the support. She sent me 
to a dietician and she gave me lots of 
good advice, but all I was thinking was: 
'You don't know what it's like to be a fat, 
middle-aged bloke'." 

But in December 2010, when he could 
no longer fasten his seatbelt, Chris 
decided enough was enough. "There's 
heart disease in my family. I was in my 
early 40s, and I realised if I wanted to see 
50 I needed to do something about it. I 
had that eureka moment that people 
get." 

Fearful his life was seriously at risk, in 
January 2011, Chris joined Slimming 
World. Founded in 1969 by Margaret 
Miles-Bramwell, Slimming World claims 
to have helped more 
than five million 
members lose 
weight at its 9,500 
groups across the UK 
and Ireland. 

Walking in to the 
Bar Hill branch for 
the first time was, 
says Chris, the 
hardest part of his 
weight loss journey. 

"The things that 
worried me about 
walking in was: 1) 

Am I going to be the 
only bloke? and: 2) 

I'm enormous. But I 
plucked up the 
courage and walked 
in." 

Chris admits 
stepping on the 
scales was a 
shocking experience. 

"I nearly fell off 
when I realised how 
much I weighed. 

The Slimming World 
scales go up to 35 
stone - and I was 
32-and-a-half stone." 

Chris was welcomed into the group 
and, with the support he had needed for 
so long, radically changed his diet. 

He followed Slimming World's Food 
Optimising Plan and swapped his fat¬ 
laden pies, crisps and chocolate for low- 
calorie meals such as jacket potatoes and 
baked beans, tuna salad and homemade 
curry made with lean meat. 

"During the first week I couldn't believe 
how much food I was eating - I was 
eating loads - and I just couldn't see how 
it would be working," says Chris. 

But his new diet was working, and 
Chris lost a whopping 101b in his first 
week and, by April, just four months since 
joining Slimming World, he had lost four 
stone. 

By the end of 2011 Chris had lost six 
stone, and is on target to smash that 
figure again by this Christmas, taking his 
weight loss to more than 12 stone. 

Although Chris's first reason for losing 
weight was to improve his health, it was 
also to be in a position to make one of his 
life-long ambitions come true. 

"I love the RAF and I go to air shows 


and I've always wanted to be able to fly 
in a fast jet," explains Chris. "The limit on 
an ejection seat is 120 kilos, which is 
about 18-and-a-half stone - so that was 
my target. I may never get the chance, 
but if the RAF did happen to phone me 
up I would be able to do it!" 

Since shedding the weight, Chris's 
diabetes has improved greatly and he is 
full of energy. He is delighted with the 
results, but the big weight loss has left him 
with some loose skin. 

"I have got some, but nothing 
ridiculous where I would need surgery or 
anything like that," he explains. "I did 
start going down the gym a couple of 
times a week, but I've never been one for 
the gym." 

Chris's confidence has also greatly 
increased and he has started attracting 
some female attention. "I'm not exactly 
beating them off with a stick, but I am 
getting a bit of attention," he laughs. 

"My weight has certainly been an issue 
in the past; no-one would want to go out 
with a guy my size. I've always been shy 
and I've never gone out of my way to 
attract women - I still don't now - but I 
do feel a lot more confident. 

"People say to me: Are you doing this 
to get yourself a girlfriend?' It wasn't a 


primary thing but I'd love to be able to 
settle down, get married and have a 
couple of kids. 

"I'm no different to anybody else; if it 
happens, it happens." 

Currently weighing in at around 21 
stone, Chris has another two-and-a-half 
stone to lose before he reaches his target 
weight of 18-and-a-half stone, but is now 
helping others reach their goals since 
becoming a Slimming World consultant. 

"Every consultant has to have been a 
member; you have to have been through 
it to put yourself forward," he says. "I 
decided about six months ago that it was 
something I really wanted to do, and I 
never dreamed in a million years I'd get 
Bar Hill." 

Chris has been leading his group for 
just two weeks, and would encourage 
anyone looking to make that first step to 
join. 

"It takes a bit of courage and a bit of 
determination, but once you've walked 
through the door, and we've got our 
hands on you - and I mean that in the 
nicest possible way - we can help you."

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Kane is in the 
pink for laughter 

Comedian and presenter Russell Kane tells Lizzy Dening about feeling broody, waking up with 
hot women and why his career wouldn’t have got started if his dad had still been alive 


LIFESTYLE LAUGHS: “With dead people you lose the ability to remember 
them,” says comedian Russell Kane. 


I T would be fair to say that 
Russell Kane has been more 
than a touch influenced by 
another comedian wtih a 
similar name, who shares his 
love of women, 
autobiographical comedy and 
hair products. 

They Ve even both been through 
recent divorces. 

There's definitely an air of Brand to 
the way Kane speaks, which slips 
between a happy-go-lucky Essex 
manner (calling me both 'darlin" and 
'babes', without much conviction) and 
rather self-conscious whimsy, putting 
on a posh voice to tell me 'the flower is 
half-opened', in terms of his maturity. 

Interviewing him is a somewhat 
bewildering experience as his 
personality switches, but this malleable 
identity is something on which he's 
pinned his shows for many years, since 
coming to the scene's attention eight 
years ago. 

His latest work, Posturing Delivery, is 
centred on his friends and relatives 
starting to have children, and what that 
means to him as a single man. Is he 
feeling broody? 

"I never trust my own emotions: 
sometimes I'll see some guy cradling his 
baby on a Sunday and think [mock 
crying] 'Oh my God, that's what I'm 
supposed to be doing', but the next 


day I wake up at midday having been 
with a hottie until 11am, and think, 
'Would I really want to give this up?"' 

Kane first rose to public attention 
when he won the Laughing Horse New 
Act of the Year award in 2004, and has 
since then moved between presenting 
jobs (including Big Brother's Big Mouth 
and I'm A Celebrity. . . Get Me Out Of 
Here!) and annual stand-up trips back 
to the Edinburgh Fringe. 

I ask whether his carefully crafted 
appearance indicates a vain nature, but 
he answers sharply: "No." Before 
justifying, after a pause: "Vain for me is 
confident men who spend too long in 
the bathroom looking at themselves. 

"I'm surprised I'm not in counselling 
for insecurity about my appearance: 
there's no way I could be vain. I've 
definitely got too much grooming stuff 
in the bathroom, but that's all based 
on: 'I look s**t, am I fat? What if my 
acne comes back again?' I don't think 
vain people tend to have those 
thoughts." 

Kane married his childhood 
sweetheart, and fellow comedian, 

Sadie Haslet, in 2010. The pair 
separated soon after, although remain 
on good terms, and the Essex-based 
comic now lives alone with his beloved 
black pug Colin, and cats Keith and 
Wayne. 

Kane had a turbulent relationship 
with his late father, who found it 
difficult to accept both his son's slightly 


camp mannerisms, and his passion for 
getting up on stage. 

He confides: "I didn't feel disloyal, I 
did think - it's a terrible thing to think - 
that he wouldn't be very happy about it 
if he were alive. My mum said that as 
well. 'This wouldn't have happened if 
your dad was alive.' So we both had 
this dark and bizarre thought and 
moved on." 

There's a moment of contemplation, 
as he notes: "With dead people you 
lose the ability to remember them - it's 
quite quick how that happens." 

Then he's back to justifying himself 
again: "It was a bit emotional to 
perform, there was a speech at the end 
that was quite sad to perform, but 
some of the best things you go to see at 
the theatre are quite emotional, so 
there's nothing wrong with that." 

There are no topics, he claims, he 
would refuse to publicly joke about: 
"I'm very revelatory about my sex life, 
and it's all truthful, and I'll tell anyone 
any of that - I'll tell my taxi driver on 
the way to a gig, let alone anyone else. 

"I'm an autobiographical comedian, 
so I don't have a choice, really."

Shredders on trial 


S hredders have been 
around for a long time, 
breaking down prunings 
from trees and shrubs to enable 
you to reduce your tougher 
garden debris into a useful mulch 
quickly and effectively. 

But tne price and quality of shredders 
varies enormously and now Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers' Association 
magazine, has done some research to 
find out which shredders perform best 
and to let gardeners know what features 
to look out for when buying a shredder. 

"A decent machine will cope with 
both woody branches and green twigs 
without jamming, shred a large amount 
quickly and relatively quietly, and 
produce fine shreddings ready to use as 
a mulch or to add to your compost. A 
bad shredder will be noisy, jam up easily 
and be tricky to unblock," the magazine 
reports. 

Testers fed easy garden material such 
as straight, fresh branches through the 
10 shredders on trial, weighed the 
resulting shreddings and rated how finely 
they had been chopped. They then 
shredded different materials including 
conifer prunings, spiny and woody 
branches and soft, fibrous plants and 
assessed how often shredders became 
blocked, as well as assessing the 
machines for ease of use, noise and ease 
of moving and storage. 

Those voted the Best Buy shredders 
included the Bosch AXT 22 D (£280), a 
quiet roller shredder which proved to be

the best for all types of material, the 
Bosch AXT 23 TC (£400), a roller 
shredder which was best for more 
woody material, and the Al-Ko 2500R 
Power Slider (£229), an impact type 
which proved best for fine shredding. 

There are two main types of shredders 
available - the impact shredder and the 
roller/turbine shredder. 

Impact, or rapid, shredders chop up 
branches very finely with a spinning 
blade and are lighter and easier to move 
than roller shredders, but are also 
noisier. 

The blades will go blunt over time, so 
make sure replacements are available 
when you buy an impact shredder. Most 
don't come with a collector so you'll 
have to improvise with a plastic sheet or 
tub. 

Roller shredders are quieter machines 
which draw in garden debris, chopping 
it up and crushing it against a metal plate 
with a drum of blades. They are 
generally quieter and more compact, 
but they shred more coarsely. 

When buying a roller shredder, make 
sure you can safely and easily access the 
blades to clear any blockages, as they 


tend to block more easily than impact 
machines. Also check that the shredder 
outlet isn't obstructed as some have a 
plastic grid over the outlet for safety, but 
this may lead to debris getting caught 
and blocking the machine. 

To get the best out of your shredder, 
shred material shortly after pruning as 
the wood will be softer and easier to 
break down, and put the thicker end of 
branches through the machine first. 

Prevent blades from clogging by 
alternating between sappy green waste 
and drier woody material, and always 
clean out the shredder after breaking 
down green waste or the blades will 
clog. 

Try to keep the shreddings from 
different types of materials separate - 
woody shreddings are ideal as mulches, 
while green matter is better for the 
compost heap.

FICTION couldn’t be any stranger than the 
truth in this gripping thriller about real-life 
events following the 1979 storming of the 
US embassy in Tehran. 

Ben Affleck is a deserved front-runner 
for an Oscar as best director at next year’s 
Academy Awards for his work on a film 
that keeps the audience on edge for its 
entire two hours. 

Affleck has been a solid presence on 
screen for more than 30 years, but more 
recently it is behind the camera that he 
has truly excelled. 

Here he works from a lean script by 
Chris Terrio, based on an article written by 
Joshuah Bearman. 

On November 4,1979, simmering 
tensions outside the US embassy finally 
boil over and Iranian militants break 
through the barricades and storm the 
building. 

Once inside they capture 52 Americans 
and hold them hostage, but six members 


of staff - Bob Anders (Tate Donovan), Joe 
Stafford (Scoot McNairy), Kathy Stafford 
(Kerry Bishe), Mark Lijek (Christopher 
Denham), Cora Lijek (Clea DuVall) and 
Lee Schatz (Rory Cochrane) - manage to 
escape to the nearby residence of the 
Canadian ambassador (Victor Garber). 
There they hide in a basement crawl 


space while awaiting news from the 
outside world. 

Back on American soil, CIA extractor 
Tony Mendez (Affleck) concocts an 
elaborate scheme to rescue the escapees: 
he will pose as a film producer who has 
travelled to Iran to scout for locations for a 
sci-fi epic called Argo. The six stranded 


embassy staff will adopt the guise of his 
crew and they will leave the country 
together under false passports. 

Bona fide Hollywood producer Lester 
Siegel (Alan Arkin) and make-up artist 
John Chambers (John Goodman) throw 
their weight behind Argo to give the plan 
credibility. But when Tony arrives on 
Iranian soil, he soon realises all of his 
smooth talking and experience might not 
be enough to save the embassy staff from 
an Iranian firing squad. 

Argo holds attention in a vice-like grip 
and refuses to let go. Taut pacing, slick 
editing and escalating tension are 
underpinned by emotionally wrought 
performances from a sensational 
ensemble cast. 

Arkin and Goodman provide the comic 
relief as the Hollywood veterans who 
realise they must spend serious money to 
create the illusion of a blockbuster in the 
making. 

The nail-biting climax succumbs to 
dramatic licence, but by that point we 
forgive Affleck everything.

Raiders Green with envy 
after a Melbourne go-slow 


BRITISH raiders were left to 
bemoan the lethargic gallop to the 
Emirates Melbourne Cup at 
Flemington as Green Moon 
ensured Australia’s greatest racing 
prize remained on home soil for 
the first time in three years. 

Only those involved with the 
breeding industry on each side of 
the Irish Sea could find cause for 
celebration, as the winner turned 
out for Lambourn-based Harry 
Dunlop until 2010 before being 
transferred to veteran owner 
Lloyd Williams and his private 
trainer Robert Hickmott. 

A length behind in second was 
another export, Fiorente, on his 
first run since moving from Sir 
Michael Stoute’s Newmarket yard 
to Gai Waterhouse, while Marco 
Botti’s Jakkalberry managed to 
lead home the formidable 
international challenge by staying 
on for third. 

From there on, though, it was a 
case of varying degrees of 
hard-luck stories. 

Locals had virtually given up on 
the notion the visiting Prince 
Charles and Duchess of Cornwall 
would be handing the 152nd cup 
back to anyone but the 
‘internationals’ as the previous 
two French winners, Dunaden 
and Americain, vied for 
favouritism with Luca Cumani’s 
Mount Athos. 

Not one of those three made 
any impact during the race, with 
Mount Athos charging from a 
hopeless position to fare best in 
fifth, as they were all undone by 
Glencadam Gold, who slowed 
things down from the front. 

And Green Moon (17-1), who 
had won at half the distance of 
the two-mile championship at the 
same course earlier in the year, 
was best placed to produce a 
sprint finish as he opened up in

the final furlong for the Hong 
Kong-based Australian jockey 
Brett Prebble. 

HQ-based Botti described his 
first Flemington visit as a 
“fantastic adventure”, although he 
said: “He ran a very good race, but 
he probably could have done with 
the pace being a bit quicker. 

“He stayed on very well. I knew 
I’d left a bit of improvement after 
the Caulfield Cup and I had him 
at his best today. 

“He’s got an invitation for the 
Japan Cup and there’s Hong Kong, 
but we’ll see how he comes out of 


this. There’s also Dubai and then 
we’ll think about coming back 
next year.” 

Cumani could only manage a 
weak smile as he was forced to 
wait another 12 months to capture 
a race which continues to 
confound him. 

His other runner My Quest For 
Peace was 10th, and he said: “The 
race was run in a strange way and 
the slow pace didn’t suit our 
horses. 

“Mount Athos was further back 
than we would have liked, Ryan 
(Moore) started to move him 


forwards but he got bumped. He 
was the fastest finisher in 
the race.” 

Echoing the complaint was Ed 
Dunlop, trainer of eighth-placed 
Red Cadeaux, who said: ‘About 15 
jockeys will tell you that there 
was no pace. He had to drop in 
anyway, but he just couldn’t make 
up the ground.” 

Americain was 11th and the 
other European runner, 
Godolphin’s Cavalryman, could 
not produce a final flourish for 
the departing Frankie Dettori and 
was 12th.

Failed test scuppers 
Hills' HQ farewell 

MICHAEL Hills was forced to miss his 
intended farewell at Newmarket on 
Saturday after failing a breath test 
before racing. 

The 49-year-old had five booked mounts 
at Headquarters, his final rides before 
retirement. However, he was stood down 
by the stewards after returning a positive 
test before racing. 

Earlier the jockey said he was 
relinquishing the rides as he felt unwell. 
However, he stayed at the Rowley Mile to 
receive gifts for a presentation from the 
course to mark his achievements in the 
saddle and receive a rousing send-off 
from his weighing room colleagues after 
the Listed Seymour Stakes. 

While the Flat season officially ends on 
Saturday, Hills said he would not ride on 
into the final week. 

Explaining that decision, Hills was 
reported as saying: "Doncaster's last day, 
rightly so, is all about the crowning of 
champions and we're going to have a new 
champion jockey and champion trainer 
this season. That's their day. I'm a 
Newmarket boy and I wanted to finish at 
Newmarket." 

Hills has ridden more than 2,000 winners 
- his last was Winter Song for his brother 
Charlie at Newmarket on Friday - and he 
signs off in the same year as his twin 
brother Richard, who retired in March. 
Michael Hills won the 1996 Derby on the 
William Haggas-trained Shaamit and was 
champion apprentice in 1983. 

Among the best horses he rode were 
Royal Applause, trained by his father 
Barry, and Pentire who won the King VI 
And Queen Elizabeth and Irish Champion 
Stakes and big-race winners included La 
Cucaracha, First Island, Handsome Sailor 
and Equiano, while he won the Jockey 
Club Cup five times on Further Flight.

ASHLEY Buck came away with 
the full collection of medals as 
he spearheaded the 
Newmarket contingent at the 
National Short Course Masters 
Championships in Sheffield. 
He won the 200m backstroke, 
landed two silver medals 
(200m and 400m freestyle), 
and a bronze in the 100m 
backstroke. 

The rest of the party racked 
up a series of personal bests, 
Olivia Curtin lowering her 
times in four events 
highlighted by clipping two 
seconds off her best in the 
100m butterfly. 

Josh Hall also racked up four 
PBs, lowering his time for the 
100m medley by three 
seconds, while Jane Smith 
clipped half a second off her 
old time for the 50m freestyle. 
Peter Winter managed to set 
three new bests, including a 
four seconds PB in the 200m 
freestyle, but Philip Gilbey 
was out of luck, missig 
milestone times by fractions 
of a second. 

The party was completed by 
Chris Curtin, who was 
officiating at the event.

A FEAT that is unlikely to

All credit to the 
team, we’ve had a few problems 
and it’s not been a smooth ride, 
but the end result was worth it.” 

Robert Henry, who lifted the

“To be 
the first team to win all the 
trophies - we’ve now set a 
standard for ourselves.

The Newmarket-based driver 
goes into the final two races in 
Macau next week top of the 
standings with 390 points after 
finishing runner-up in the first 
race in Shanghai and then 
winning the second. 

Huff is now 35 points clear 
of nearest rival Yvan Muller, 
who has 355 points while their 
Chevrolet team-mate Alain 
Menu is the only other driver 
with a chance of the title 
on 349. 

Having qualified on pole, 


Menu won the opening race 
with Huff sitting comfortably 
behind him for the duration of 
the race, having avoided the 
battles that left much of the 
field with damage by the time 
they took the chequered flag.
